basically the same - 40 percent to be borne by the town 
and 60 percent through outside funding. 

However, at this meeting, Robert Cattley present- 
ed the architectural plans and the estimated cost to make 
the existing building Americans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA) compliant and to perform the much needed main- 
tenance and repairs to the 100-year-old building. These 
costs could easily reach $1 million or more. His report 
outlined the necessary changes to the building's exterior 
and interior that would be extensive and would serve 
to further reduce the available space which is already 
extremely overcrowded. Therefore, the Library Trustees 
are requesting approval of the board for the borrowing 
of $1,536 million via a Debt Exclusion to be voted on at 
the October 24 Special Town Meeting and the subsequent 
October 25 Special Town Election. The approximate cost 
to each homeowner remains $24 to $36 per year for the 
new library renovation or, in relative terms, the cost of 
one hardcover book per year. 

Selectman Andrews asked if the committee had 
included the cost of alleviating mold if there is a problem 
in the ADA figures. Since they had not, he was of the 
opinion that it would add to the cost of making the build- 
ing compliant. He also pointed out that the difference 
to the town of the $1.5 million cost for a virtually new 
library and $1 million cost for ADA compliance would be 
approximately $500,000. Selectman Andrews then moved 
that the board accept the figure of $1,536,394 as a Proposi- 
tion 2-1/2 Debt Exclusion override for the Library Resto-

ration Project. It was voted unanimously. 

However, Selectman CoUyer said he intended to 
examine the figures more closely before voting to approve 
the expenditure, especially since Chairman Lombard was 
not present.

ing projects. First, the sewer expansion project is well un- 
derway, according to Mr. Dolan, and "the actual construc- 
tion work began on September 14," he said. 

To date, they have placed about 1,000 feet of the 
three-inch sewer main down Delano Road and they ex- 
pect to install at least 380 feet a day as the project contin- 
ues. "Originally, they were going to do the main line and 
follow with a smaller crew doing the tie-ins," Mr. Dolan 
said. "Instead, they are going to continue with the (main 
sewer line) and bring a separate crew in to do the sewer 
tie-ins. We're still waiting to get access agreements from 
several people." 

Mr. Dolan then demonstrated the new electrical 
box panel to be installed outside all homes which will 
power the grinder pump at the tie-in connection. These 
new electrical panel boxes will be released to homeowners 
by the end of October and must be installed by a licensed 
electrician via the proper permitting process. The boxes 
will then be secured with a padlock and accessible only 
by members of the town's Department of Public Works 
(DPW). If need be, homeowners can also power the grind- 
er pump via a generator connection located on the side 
of the panel. If there is a pump or power failure, a visual 
and audible alarm on the panel will make the homeowner 
aware of the problem. 

Next, Mr. Dolan provided an update on the Island 
Wharf project and noted that, according to DPW Super- 
intendent Rob Zora, the work should be completed by 
October 15 at a final estimated cost of about $244,913 to

date. Portions of this total cost will be offset by $20,000 
in funding from the Buzzards Bay Project (BBP), $18,000 
from the Marion Historical Commission, $165,193 from 
Coastal Zone Management (CZM), and $41,790 from the 
DPW budget, which will likely be eligible for Chapter 90 
reimbursement from the state. 

"I guess this project was well-intended ... but I 
do think it's a good example of how expensive such work 
can get," Selectman Jeffrey said. "I would just say that in 
the future, when we take on another project like this, we 
need to have a contingency fund in place." 

"None of the culverts and catchbasins down (at 
Island Wharf) were working correctly," Chairman Henry 
said. "The old Marion gas piping that used to illuminate 
the street lights is still in place. I can see why (it ran into) 
cost overruns. But all things considered, if we had a big 
contingency fund (in place) we probably would have just 
paid for the project." 

Mr Dolan also updated the board on the status 
of the Harbormaster search. After receiving a total of 40 
applications for the position, the members of the Marine 
Resources Commission (MRC) narrowed that list down to 
10, each of whom they interviewed along with Mr Dolan 
and Interim Harbormaster John Potito. From that batch, 
the MRC has recommended three finalists for the Board of 
Selectmen to interview: Michael Cormier; Isaac Perry and 
Daniel Warncke. The board agreed to schedule interviews 
with the three finalists as soon as possible, beginning on 
Monday, September 26. 

"I was happy to see the number of applicants and, 
in particular, the quality of the applicants," Mr. Dolan 
added. "I wholly concur (with the MRC's) recommenda- 
tions." 

As for the proposed October 24 Special Town

purchase a six-pack of beer without presenting proper 
identification in the establishment. 

"Mr. Souza, we find ourselves in this unforttmate 
situation again," Chairman Laboa said. 

"I conducted in-house compliance checks on my 
own over the past year ... and there was no violation," Mr. 
Souza said. "(The clerk) was hired on July 8 and the (vio- 
lation) took place on August 20. I'm not trying to make 
an excuse, but this was a new employee who understood 
the policy. She, clearly, should not have (sold) the liquor 
without an identification." 

Mr. Souza said he contacted the Alcoholic Bever- 
age Control Commission (ABCC) about the violation and 
they agreed to send someone to his store to conduct an 
informational meeting with all his employees, which was 
held last Wednesday. 

"Every effort was made since last year internally 
... and now (I've asked) an ABCC investigator to come 
out (to the store)," Mr. Souza said. "I'm not happy about 
this whole situation. The employee is no longer with 
us, unfortunately. A lot of effort has been put into this, 
(although) the result doesn't show this. We want to do the 
right thing all the time." 

"Fortunately, nothing happened ... but this is the 
third (violation)," Selectman Nunes stressed. 

"Clearly, in all three violations, the problem was 
the clerk not asking for an ID," Chief Magee said. "The 
solution to this problem has to come from within. The key 
to solving this is to ensure that every single person (who

looks) under 30 or 40 is asked for identification." 

"I don't want the board to feel we haven't made 
a great effort," Mr. Souza said. "This is embarassing to be 
here. I don't like being here (and) I don't like selling to 
minors." 

"I don't discount the fact that you've made ef- 
forts," Chairman Laboa said. "Although there have been a 
lot of ideas (presented here), 1 don't think it's the board's 
job to dictate your policy. However, with a (repeat) viola- 
tion ... there needs to be some (pimitive) action taken." 

With that. Chairman Laboa recommended the 
liquor license for Plumb Corner Market be suspended for 
seven days, from September 24 through September 30, 
2005. The motion was defeated, 2 to 1. 

A second motion to suspend the liquor license for 
ten days, from Saturday, September 24 through Monday, 
October 3, 2005 was made and passed, 2 to 1, with Chair- 
man Laboa in sole opposition. 

At 7:40 pm the board opened a public hearing on 
a request from Troy Ramos for a Class II license.

said Conservation Agent Laurell J. Farinon. "It's been a 
constant problem."

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Laser Treatment of Spider Veins 

Spider veins are networks of small veins 
in the skin.

Ten years later, he returned to Japan and played 
a pivotal role in his country's entry into the modern era. 

Fairhaven's role in this cross-cultural relationship

The Base Closure and Realignment Commission, 
the so-called BRAC Commission, issued a final report, in 
which it changed course and leaves open Otis Air Nation- 
al Guard Base. In the report, the Commission directs that

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the base be "realigned" rather than closed, which means 
it will continue to be an operating Air National Guard 
Base with the likelihood of taking on additional new 
missions. The commission's report also specified that the 
recommendation does not change the manpower levels of 
the Massachusetts Air National Guard, avoiding drastic 
reductions that were originally expected with the prospec- 
tive closure of Otis. 

The commission's report makes no change to its 
recommendation to move a squadron of F-15s from Otis 
to Barnes out in Westfield, nor does it change its recom- 
mendation to move the A-lOs out of Massachusetts. 

This final result represents a victory for the Mas- 
sachusetts effort, led by Senator Kennedy and Governor 
Romney with the support of Senator Kerry and Congress- 
man Delahunt to fight to save Otis in the BRAG process. 
It rejects the Defense Department's original recommen- 
dation to close the base. As a result of the Conraiission's 
change, no major base in Massachusetts was closed in the 
2005 Base Realignment and Closure process. 

Senator Kennedy said: "Otis has a new lease on 
life. The revised report means the base will continue, but 
with new missions that will give it a strong future role 
in protecting the security of the Commonwealth and the 
region." 

"The Base Closure Commission listened to our 
arguments and decided to keep Otis Air Force Base open 
and keep our Massachusetts Air National Guard at cur- 
rent levels," said Governor Romney. "These are important

victories, with positive long-term impacts for Massachu- 
setts.

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Gun Crazy

Lord of War. Starring Nicolas Cage and 
Jared Leto. Directed by Andrew Niccol. 
Running time: 122 minutes. MPAA rat- 
ing: R. 

The ads for Lord of War promise a farcical, 
half-crazy satire on a subject close to no one's heart 
^-^A^ ~ gun-running. Making a living by supplying weapons 

^■^^^^^nhb to chaotic nations is so indefensible that perhaps the 
^^HKs? movie, we think, will flip things around and find the thrill 
^^^^^BF of it — the monetary rush, the power. Writer-director 
^^^^^r Andrew Niccol, however, has already decided how he 
feels about it, and he isn't the kind of filmmaker to give 
you a down-and-dirty rise-and-fall story, hke Martin Scorsese's GoodFellas 
or Ted Demme's Blow. Those movies at least enticed us into complicity with 
intelligent men who chose to profit from human frailty. Lord of War can't stop 
reminding us that gun-running crushes the soul; the movie ultimately crushes 
itself in a vise of self-loathing. Niccol is so busy making the profession unat- 
tractive that he forgets to make the film engaging. 

Nicolas Cage, as the suave weapons dealer Yuri Orlov, stands amid deep 
puddles of bullets and tells us (as in the ads) that there is a weapon for one in 
every twelve people on Earth, and that the problem is closing the deal with the 
other eleven. Then he smirks. Lord of War is a two-hour effort to wipe the smirk 
off Yuri's face. After witnessing a botched mob hit in a Little Odessa restaurant, 
Yuri decides that if people are going to kill each other anyway, they'll always 
need the means to do it. He begins small, with local gangs, and soon expands his 
clientele to global gangs — revolutionaries, counter-revolutionaries, whoever 
pays on time. Yuri has no scruples; he's just supplying a product, and what 
people do with it is their business. He enhsts his slacker brother Vitaly (Jared 
Leto), who becomes his partner as well as a raving coke addict. 

The movie's emotional reading is neutral. Other than the fact that the 
plaintively decent Nicolas Cage is playing him, we get httle sense of Yuri's 
humanity, so we don't feel that his profession is rotting him away inside, even 
though tiie script tries to sell that later on. Yuri arranges to meet and seduce 
a woman (Bridget Moynahan) he's had his eye on since he was ten, and she 
has no spark or personality aside from maintaining a willing moral bhndness 
to what he really does for a Uving. Yuri's riches buy him nice things, but we 
don't get any kick from the American dream realized by deception and blood. 
Niccol puts Yuri's lavish furnishings on the screen with no comment pro or con. 
Lord of War doesn't work as a tragedy or as a comedy, especially since Niccol 




fills the soundtrack with glib, obvious songs that editorialize on the action (he 
actually puts Eric Clapton's "Cocaine" on when Vitaly starts his habit). 

Did Andrew Niccol really want to make this movie? His previous efforts, 
1 997 's Gattaca and 2002's Simone, both studied the human effects of technology. 
He also wrote 1998's overrated The Truman Show, which took the same tack. 
But Lord of War, which seems like a depressed remake of WUham Friedkin's 
1983 flop Deal of the Century, has no connection to his previous concerns as 
an artist. It feels like something he made because the money was there to make 
it, effectively rendering him as much of a whore (though far less dangerous) 
as Yuri. Maybe Niccol, having fought hard batfles to get some intelligent 
entertainment into theaters, sees himself in Yuri — sees Yuri as a stand-in for 
major-studio directors, who foist unpalatable product on people and don't care 
who it hurts. In that case, Lord of War is a self-hating Hollywood parable with 
no special insight into its putative subject, no matter how much research Niccol 
reportedly did. 

As for Nicolas Cage, whose name is on the film as a producer, he probably 
hed to himself as much as Yuri does, telling himself he was making an important 
film shedding light on the global cycle of violence. But the movie doesn't care 
much about violence; there's a too-clever credits sequence following a bullet 
from creation to execution, and it ends its journey by thudding into a blank, 
anonymous face. The point isn't the life taken, it's the bullet. Cage can't find 
a consistent tone for Yuri, and he seems awfully constrained, denied either the 
heroism or the freakiness we know he's capable of 

About an hour into the movie, the great actor Eamonn Walker (of HBO's 
series Oz) turns up as a casually brutal dictator who does business with Yuri, 
and the audience is shaken awake. Walker gives us a violent man, not without 
humor, who knows exacfly what he is and isn't bothered by it. He's so much 
more interesting than anyone else on the screen (including Gattaca star Ethan 
Hawke, thrown away as a goody-two-shoes agent on Yuri's trail) that he derails 
the movie by suggesting a complexity far beyond the margins of the rest of the 
fihn.
